The early humans who could think best were the 
ones who survived—and passed intelligence to their 
children. Alter men banded together in groups, more 
general survival became easier. Today physical survival 
is assured for virtually all, regardless of intelligence 
level. 
This means, says Mayr, that superior persons are 
proportionately a vastly smaller part of the total popu­ 
lation than once was true. In consequence, it becomes 
increasingly difficult for them to assert their gifts for 
Leaderjhip, for creativity, for organization — all of 
A’iiich modern society badly needs. 
As average or below average individuals rise in total 
lumbers w.ih the huge population boom, the difficulty 
vS magnified. Less and less are the processes of society 
designed to serve and advance the mightily useful 
gif Ltd person. 
Mayr suggests that overpopulation could have dire 
jfi'ect in tm s regard long before the earth reaches 
•standing room only.” 
‘ Men,” he says, “would become involved in such a 
icpeless struggle with social, economic and engineer- 
ng problems—and the harmful by-products of crowd­ 
'd chies- -th a t little opportunity would be left for cui- 
iva ion of m an's highest and most specifically human 
it tributes.” 
Here we come back to John Glenn's and Dr. Mayr’s 
irescription lor a wav out: elevate superiority to the 
mmence it deserves. 
Haven’t we had enough of sneering at Harvard, of 
lending intelligent folk as “square,” if not downright 
ubversive? 
No m atter what some politicians argue, the Com- 
non Denominator is not the Great American. If we 
asist on demeaning superiority and on putting our 
aith in the mentally commonplace, we may one day 
ind ourselves adrift on an ocean of ordinariness which 
las no end.

N aturally this infiltration must 
be accomplished by Spanish - 
speaking agents who could pass 
unnoticed am ongst the people of 
the island. These infiltrators are 
being trained in Havana in a 
joint Chinese -Cuban school for 
sabotage. 
This long distance operation 
of the Peking apparatus is being 
directed by Hu Yuchih and Chou 
Erh-fu. They are the vice presi­ 
dents of the Chin a-La tin Ameri­ 
can Friendship Assn., which has 
its m ain headquarters in 
the 
heart of Peking. 


But distance means little. The 
Chinese Communists have units 
in Mexico City. Vera Cruz, Rio 
de Janeiro and, of course, c o 
ordinating headquarter^ on the 
outskirts of Havana. 


In the Caribbean the Chinese 
Communists plan to 
use 
the 
technique which has 
been so 
seductively successful elsewhere 
in Latin America — especially 
Brazil. Chile and Mexico. They 
are preparing to seek out Puerto 
Ricans, particularly youths and 
unionists, who would grab at 
free trips and royal entertain­ 
m ent in Peking and Shaghai.

— a wild type whose nationalist 
followers attem pted to kill Har­ 
ry Trum an in 1950. Four years 
later, some of his m en invaded 
the House of R epresentatives an 
unloosed gum ire from the bal­ 
cony onto Congressmen below 
From other sources 1 learn 
that the Chinese propagandists 
are particularly disturbed by tne 
new U. S. radio-raaax telescope 
recently com pleted in Arecibo 
in the northwestern portion of 
the island.
